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DETAILED ACTION 

Reason for allowance 

1 . Claims 2-6, 8-9, and 1 8 are allowed over the prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior 
art fails to teach the combination features the mating beams arranging in row 
having a first and final vertical distance wherein the second vertical distance is 
less than the first vertical distance; furthermore the mating beam extends away 
from a corresponding passageway, in which the corresponding terminal is 
located and retained in a lateral position invading the space above the adjacent 
passageway in which the adjacent terminal is located and retained and with the 
rest of the claims limitations.
